Fro m the New Orleans Picayune. 
It is stated in so me o f the Lo ndo n papers that 
Co unt To lsto i, chief o f the Russian cabinet, has 
pro po sed to the imperial co uncil the v irtual re- 
enslav ement o f the eig hty millio n emancipated 
Russian serfs. 
These peo ple were set free by the czar Alex ­ 
ander n. m 1.8 6 1-4, and hav e been slo wly learn­ 
ing their rig hts, functio ns, and duties as free 
peo ple. 
They are much behind the so uthern 
neg ro es in the readiness with which 
they 
adapted themselv es to their new co nditio n be­ 
cause they did no t liv e amo ng the pro g ressiv e 
influences which 
surro unded the American 
freedman ; but nev ertheless they hav e do ne fair­ 
ly well fo r themselv es and fo r their co untry , 
v ^hen, ho wev er, these white slav es were freed 
this g rand act had to a g reat ex tent the effect o f 
impo v erishing many o f the ancient no bility who 
had liv ed o n the fo rced labo r o f the serfs which 
they had inherited alo n^ with their patrimo nial 
estates. 
Tho o ld no bility hav e co nsequently 
nev er ceased to no urish an intense dissatisfac­ 
tio n at this state o f affairs, and no t a few o f 
them aro fo und amo ng the mo st activ e o f the 
nihilists. 
It is claimed that such a step as that pro po sed 
by Minister To lsto i wo uld no t o nly pacifícate 
the dissatisfied classes amo ng the no bility , but 
wo uld also suppress tho se o f the peasantry 
who co mplain that liberty has no t bro ug ht them 
pro sperity , and who se ambitio us schemes hav e 
led them also into the ranks o f the nihilists.

St. Petersburg co rrespo ndent o f the Lo ndo n 
D a ily Xems say s in reg ard to tho repo rt: 
‘‘I 
learn fro m the same so urce that the scheme 
will be rejected by an o v erwhelming majo rity . 
It is suppo sed that o nly fo ur members o f the 
co uncil will v o te fo r it—the Grand Duke Vladi­ 
mir, M. Po bedo no tso ff (president o f tho ho ly 
sy no d), Co unt Sho uv alo ff (fo rmerly ambassado r 
in Lo ndo n), and Co unt To lsto i himself. 
But it 
is feared the Czar, nev ertheless, will sanctio n 
the law.”

o ut o n the arid plains fo r cattle g razing , and an 
o ccasio nal farm-land mo no po list like the Irish 
alien Scully , who will so o n be ex pro priated, in 
Illino is. The g reat mass o f the larg e farms in 
the o rg anized States are in the So uth, and these 
are mo stly cultiv ated o n shares by tho ex ­ 
slav es, The blacks hav e no t been able, as a 
g eneral thing , to buy farms, altho ug h thero is 
plenty o f land fo r sale cheap in the So uth. 
But 
the ceususcB o f 18 7 0 and 18 S0 sho w a rapid 
sub-div isio n o i land and increase in tho num­ 
ber o f farms in the So uthern States. 
The nu­ 
mero us class kno wn in o ld slav ery times as tho 
“ po o r white trash” since the war abo lished 
slav ery hav e purchased hundreds o f tho usands 
o f ho mesteads. 
The g eneral tendency in the 
So uth is to split up and sell o ff tho larg e plan­ 
tatio ns, as niring hands to wo rk them is no t 
pro fitable.

rapid sub-div isio n o f land in all tho So uthern 
States into smaller farms, which means mo re 
farms and fewer tenants wo rking o n o ther peo ­ 
ple's land: SIZHS OF FAKMS—AVEBA.GES.

A Mo v ement to Unite the Demo cra ts in 
Co ng ress o n Tha t issue. 
Fro m the Chicago Times. 
A Washingto n dispatch to the Tim s says: 
Fo r so me days there has been mo re o r less in­ 
fo rmal talk in administratio n circles o n the tar­ 
iff questio n. 
Fro m intimatio ns dro pped in 
tho se quarters it may be anno unced that Secre­ 
tary Fairchild is serio usly co ntemplating a 
mo vement, with the appro batio n o f the Presi­ 
dent and his co lleagues, lo o king to a co ncentra­ 
tio n o f the Demo crats in the ho use o f repre­ 
sentatives and the senate upo n a measure o f 
tariff reductio n. 
After careful inquiry it has 
been ascertained that every member o f the cab­ 
inet is favo rable to such a pro gramme. 
After 
the experience o f the past two co ngresses the 
President is co nvinced that but o ne co urse re­ 
mains o pen to the Demo cratic party, and that is 
the fo rmulatio n o f a bill in co nsultatio n with 
such men as Randall and Carlisle and o thers 
representing the diverse po sitio n o f Demo cratic 
sentiment o n the subject fo r the purpo se o f 
bringing them to gether upo n so me co mmo n 
gro und o f agreement. 
The President has seen fo r so me time that an 
issue will be made o n the tariff, and has urged 
that it wo uld bo mo re sagacio us to get to wo rk 
at o nce and prepare a bill to be submitted to 
Co ngress as a measure o f administratio n po licy 
than to let the questio n co ntinue to play havo c 
as a firebrand in the ranks o f the party* 
It is 
pro po sed to make the bill an administratio n 
questio n in the Ho use and thus bring it befo re 
the peo ple as a distinctive issue, upo n which 
the Demo cratic party will stand in the cam­ 
paign. 
Judging fro m the present situatio n o f affairs 
amo ng the party leaders it will take a large 
amo unt o f pressure to bring the o ppo site views 
o f Messrs. Carlisle and Randall to gether. 
It 
has been suggested in treasury circles that 
Kentucky whi-sky influences the to bacco men, 
and the pro tectio n Demo crats can o nly reach a 
basis o f settlement by po o ling their differences, 
and evo lving so me so rt o f a co mpro mise. 
If 
this sho uld fad a bill will be prepared at the 
treasury suppo sed to strike between these co n­ 
flicting'interests. 
Secretary Fairchild is very decided in his ad­ 
vo cacy o f reductio n o f revenue, fro m custo ms. 
The necessity o f so me actio n o f this kind, lie 
thinks, will make itself felt very so o n. The ac-v 
cumulatio n o f surplus will no w go o n steadily 
and will lo ad to fo rmal actio n o n his part befo re 
the cabinet as so o n as the first indicatio ns mani­ 
fest themselves in the mo netary o peratio ns o f 
the peo ple. 
The theo ry o f reductio n will be in 
placing raw materials, like iro n and wo o l, o n 
the free list and reductio n o f rates o n certain 
manufactures. 
There is an idea, no twithstand­ 
ing the ruino us impo rtatio ns at present rates, 
that certain manufacturers o f iro n and steel 
can stand a reductio n. Members o f the admin­ 
istratio n believe there is a po int at which mo di­ 
ficatio ns o f the tariff can be made witho ut 
detriment to American industry. 


Mo del Newspa per Building . 
Ga th in the Enquirer. 
The Baltimo re S u n lias recently finished its 
Washingto n building, and its co rrespo ndent 
to o k me thro ugh the edifice to -day. 
This is a 
peculiar building, which sho ws to much ad­ 
vantage o n acco unt o f the wide streets o f Wash­ 
ingto n. It stands near the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, o n the ro ad to the Pensio n budding, 
Po sto ffice and Patent o ffice, Mr. Mullett yo ur 
o ld Cincinnati friend, built it, and I was glad to 
bo ar Mr. Richardso n, say, as we passed o ver the 
so lid flo o rs, laid upo n iro n and 
brick, eight 
sto ries o f tho se, rising o ne upo n ano ther: 
“I 
am no t at all so rry that I reco mmended Mullett 
to do this w o rk 
So me peo ple may no t praise 
the architecture, tho ugh mo st peo ple do , but as 
to the co nstructio n, everybo dy co nsents that it 
is the best we have go t, * Thero is no t a Go v­ 
ernment building in Washingto n,” said Mr. 
Richardso n, “any firmer than this.” Neverthe­ 
less, this is no t a very large building. 
The lo t 
is, 1 think, fifty , feet wide. 
One half o f the 
fro nt shell o f the building is given to tho news­ 
paper fo r advertising, subscriptio ns, 
co rre­ 
spo ndence, etc. 
Of these there are 
three o r 
fo ur ro o m« , o pening into each o ther. 
All the rest o f the building is devo ted to ten­ 
ants. 
There is a magnificent sto re o n the first 
flo o r o f an L shape, which wo uld make an ex­ 
cellent business exchange fo r Washingto n fo r 
the sale o f anything, whether real estate, sto cks, 
o r what no t.* Two elevato rs o n each side o f 
the stairway are managed by a wheel instead o f 
by the wire cable, which o ften wears o ut the 
bauds o f the adjuster. 
On alternate flo o rs are 
co mmo des fo r men and fo r wo men, separately, 
Sho wing that as architecture impro ves decency 
advances. 
These ro o ms are actual retiring 
ro o ms, and they mark the inro ad o f wo men into 
men’s business- o ffices. 
A large pro po rtio n o f the clerks no w emplo yed 
%vprivate as well as by public emplo yers are 
f P ||ta to a ud they require attentio n at the hands 
architect. 
The S u n building, I am to ld, 
co st abo ut $45,000 fo r the gro und and $300,- 
000 o r mo re fo r the building. 
Upo n o ne flo o r 
is the inter-state co mmerce co mmissio n, which 
pays $3,000 a year, thro ugh the go vernment, 
fo r rent.

and fo r drunken and diso rderly co nduct fo r the 
first three Sundays o f May in IS*« » . when the 
law w 
a dead -letter, and fo r the first three 
Sundays o f May, 1887, when it was mo re strict­ 
ly enfo rced than fo r many years befo re. 
The 
remarkable feature o f this sno wing is that there 
is scarcely any difference between the to tals fo r 
the three Sundays under the two po licies. 
The 
arrests o f wo men this mo nth were thirteen 
fewer than a ye ar ago , but tho se o f men were 
eighteen mo re, so that the aggregate is almo st 
identical—195 in tho Sundays o f 1N80 and 200 
in tho se o f 18 8 7 —the slight increase co rres­ 
po nding with tl e no rmal increase in po pula­ 
tio n. 
So far as the po lice reco rds go , therefo re, 
the strict enfo rcement o f tho Sunday law ap­ 
pears to have made no change in tho amo unt o f 
drunkenness. It is po ssible, and we think pro b­ 
able, that the autho rities have been mo re severe 
in the matter o f making arrests this year than 
last, as the natural effect o f strict o rders to sto p 
liquo r selling wo uld be to pro m pt po licemen to 
“run in” men who m they wo uld have passed by 
under the o ld regime; but this wo uld no t be 
likely to affect the list o f “drunk and diso rder­ 
ly,” and there is scarcely any difference here 
between the two years.

RELICS OF J O H N B RO W N. 


The Ha ndcuffs He Wo re After Ilis Ca pture 
—Lea d to Sho o t Sla v eho lders. 
Mr. Jo hn c. Co mfo rt, o f Harrisburg, has ad­ 
ded to his large, interesting and valuable co l­ 
lectio n o f relics o f the war o f tho rebellio n sev­ 
eral o bjects which, fo r histo rical and financial 
value and interest, it wo uld be difficult to equal, 
says the Harrisburg (Pa.) 
Teleg ra p h. 
These 
o bjects are first, the handcuffs which were 
wo rn by Jo hn Bro wn, o f Ossawatto mie, tho 
hero o f H arper’s Ferry, when he was hanged tn 
Charlesto wn, Va., o n December 2, 18 50; and 
seco nd, two triangular pigs o f lead which were 
buried by Bro wn near the mo uth o f tho cave 
which he made his rendezvo us and hiding place 
o n the Maryland side o f tho Po to mac, o ppo site 
Harper’s Ferry, and fro m which place he made 
his descent o n the arsenal which resulted iu tho 
capture o f the building and his o wn o verthro w, 
the slaughter o f his so ns, and his trial, co ndem­ 
natio n, and executio n. 
This lead was fo und 
where it had lain fo r nearly thirty years by a 
little girl, Flo rence Mav Tho mpso n, * while dig­ 
ging fo r daisy ro o ts. Enco untering the metal 
while digging, she called attentio n to her dis­ 
co very*, further search was made, and three 
pigs o f lead, weighing 150 po unds, were un­ 
earthed. 
Of these, two pigs havo been o btained 
by Mr. Co mfo rt. 
It is tho ught Ossawatto mie 
o btained the lo ad in the mines in Misso uri; that 
it was run in rude mo lds made in the sand, and 
transpo rted thence to the cave, to be used iu tho 
o peratio ns against Harper’s Ferry. 
The handcuffs which Mr. Co mfo rt has added 
to his co llectio n were o btained at the time o f the 
executio n o f Ossawato mio by a Virginian, who 
bequeathed them to his daughter. 
She has fre­ 
quently been o ffered $500 fo r them, as is stated 
in the co rrespo ndence Mr. Co mfo rt had abo ut 
them, but always refused to sell. 
Finally she 
yielded, ho wever, and Mr. Co mfo rt o btained the 
co veted prize. 
They are o f iro n, sto utly and 
clumsily made, and co vered with rust. 'They 
are co nnected with a swivel and two links, and 
lo cked with a screw bo lt. 
As co mpared with 
cuffs o f the present day they are o f the mo st 
primitive character, tho ugh do ubtless as effec­ 
tive fo r the purpo se intended as the mo st mo d­ 
ern ‘•bracelet.” 


, - 
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Jamatio n o f August 10, 1885, o rdered that 
“every unlawful inclo sure o f the public lauds 
maintained by any perso n, asso ciatio n o r co r­ 
po ratio n be immediately remo ved.” 
That o rder was no t o beyed. 
One year later 
the land co mmissio ner repo rted 37 5 unlawful 
inclo sures, co ntaining an area o f 6,410,000 
acres had been bro ught to his attentio n. Twen­ 
ty-o ne mo nths have passed since the pro clama­ 
tio n was issued, and its co mmands, as 
as t il as 
the pro visio ns o f the law o f Feb. 25, 1855, are 
still defied. In his last repo rt Secretary Lunar 
said: 
Ho w the illegal o ccupatio n and po ssessio n o f 
tho public do main co uld have gro wn to such 
eno rmo us pro po rtio ns is beyo nd my co mpre­ 
hensio n. 
In its so cial, mo ral and po litical as­ 
pects, no t less than iu its eco no mical results,the 
existence and gro wth o f such lawless co mbina­ 
tio ns, resting upo n unlawful inclo sures o f the 
public do main, and pro tected by the acquire­ 
ment o f titles thro ugh devio us o r mo re o penly 
fraudulent metho ds to tho co ntro lling so urces 
o i water supply, co nstitute to -day a pheno m­ 
eno n o f American life and a pro blem o f po litic 
cal impo rt that demand the intelligent attentio n 
and actio n o f the co ngress o f the United States. 
^ hen it was first represented that substantially 
the entire grazing co untry west o f the o ne hun­ 
dredth meridian had been fenced in by cattle­ 
men I co uld no t give credence to the statement 
o f such lawlessness and rapacity. But the tes­ 
timo ny o f residents o f the territo ries, who have 
110 mo tive fo r misrepresentatio n, eo rro bo rted 
by repo rts based 
011 perso nal inspectio n o f 
agents and surveyo rs no w o n reco rd in the de­ 
partment, establish the fact. 
Surely the land pirates have had sufficient 
warning. Mo re than two years have passed since 
co ngrcss fo rbade them to maintain the unlawful 
inclo sures. The public laud which they have 
captured and held against all co mers sho uld 
no w be thro wn o pen to settlement witho ut de­ 
lay, and if the army be needed to enfo rce the 
law it sho uld be used.

Russia n Bro nzes. 
Fro m the Magazine o f Art. 
The Russian sculpto r cares 
no thing 
fo r 
nymphs and naiads, o r classic nudities o f any 
kind. 
The graceful treatm ent o f drapery and 
the sensuo us sweep o f co nto ur are no thing to 
him. 
He never aspires to classic ideals, draped 
o r undraped, and therefo re has no need fo r se­ 
verity o f fo rm o r an exhaustive kno wledge o f 
anato my. 
The custo ms and co stumes o f his 
co untry are with him in all this. 
The primary 
instincts o f his race still cling to the Russian 
artist; and in sculpture, as in painting, he is 
mo st at ho me in treating incidents o f the chase 
o r the battle-field. 
In such themes his lo ve o f 
detail differentiates him fro m the sculpto rs o f 
the west, and his delight is in abso lute realism. 
Fro m swo rds and spears to butto ns and straps 
every 
detail 
abo ut man o r besst is ren­ 
dered with religio us exactitude • Here 
fo r 
example, in Gratcho ff’s “Befo re the Battle,” 
we see a mo unted Co ssack, terrible in aspect, 
with his saber in his mo nth, a pisto l in o ne 
hand and a rifle in the o ther, straining eagerly 
to ward the enemy, as his ho rse plunges alo ng. 
In this gro up the miuuti.e o f the man’s unifo rm 
and the trappings o f his steed are mo st faith­ 
fully rendered. 
This co mes o ut all the mo re 
fo rcibly when we turn to the co mpanio n gro up, 
called “After the Battle,” which represents the 
same tro o per returning with the spo lia o pima, 
and leading his enemy’s ho jse, which neighs fo r 
tho lo ss o f iiis master. 
The same remark ap­ 
plies to this artist’s “Co ssack’s Farewell,” in 
which we see him sto o ping do wn fro m the sad­ 
dle to kiss his wife. 
In the “Return” the (Co s­ 
sack has dismo unted and kisses his wife, while 
tho ho rse neighs as he reco gnizes his appro ach 
to ho me. 
No less true and spirited are Pro fes­ 
so r Lieberich’s “Wo lf and Fo x Hunts” and his 
co nflicts with bears. 
I 11 o ne o f the latter tho 
bear has bro ken the gun o f the hunter and ris­ 
en o n his hind legs to give him the fatal hug, 
but the man buries his knife in the entrails o f 
the infuriated beast, and o ne wo nders whether 
its ripping up will be sufficient to release him. 
In thefello w gro up the hear has go t an o ld man 
do wn, but his so n stands by with an ax in tho 
act o f delivering a vigo ro us blo w at the brute’s 
head.

A FEW OF THE BIG GEMS* 


lic r jl« , (J w nfits, C a irngo rm s a nd T o p a zes 
No t W eigh e d by tlie C a ra t. 
I'rora the Brookly n Eagle. 
It would surprise some people wlio treasure 
little chips of sparkling stones in rings or pins 
to learn how common some of those same stones 
may be—and this without reference to the bo­ 
gus jewels of the shops. 
The writer has a bit 
of aquamarine cut from a single cry stal that 
weighed four and one-half ounces, and contain­ 
ing material enough for dozens of gems, but 
even this cry stal was of small consequence as 
compared with one now in possession of the 
Emperor of Brazil, for that weighs eighteen 
pounds, and is of the size and nearly the shape 
of a calf’s head. New England, especially the 
States of Maine and New Hampshire, abounds 
in aquamarines or bery ls, and the biggest find 
was at Grafton, N. H., where a cry stal weighing 
2,900 pounds was taken out This, however, 
was nearly opaque, and was consequently use­ 
less for jewelry purposes. Graham & Co. are 
cutting up a garnet recently found in North 
Carolina that weighed four pounds seven 
and 
a 
half ounces, and another firm of 
lapidaries has a garnet of nearly the same 
weight found in a gneissoid ledge in 
the 
neighborhood of West Seventieth or Eightieth 
street, New York, although this latter piece is 
too cloudy and too heavily flawed to cut.

Scotchman will show y ou the cairngorm or 
smoky quartz in the hilt of his dirk or pin of 
his plaid aad brag of it if it turns the scales at 
an ounce. 
What would he think of the 290

ound cry stal and of the bunches of cry stals 
lat aggregate tons in weight, found near Tie- 
fengletschiir and brought down to the Berne 
Museum? 
Malachite was formerly used for 
jewelry to a considerable extent, for the large 
quarries of it were, until lately , unknown.

was so proud of his malachite sleeve-but­ 
tons that ho insisted upon axhibiting them to 
his host 
liothschild looked at them and said: 
“Yes, it is a pretty stone. I have alway s liked it 
I havo mantelpiece made of it in the next room.” 
As to the once precious jasper, porphy ry , and 
chalcedony one has only to visit the Paris* Grand 
Opera to find them used as architectural mate­ 
rial. The blood-stone, or heliotrope, is a green 
jasper, flecked with red, that is often used in 
rings, y et is discovered in large blocks in some 
f arts of the world. 
The roy al collection in 
>aris contains a head of Christ made of this 
stone, where the red spots are brought into the 
artistic scheme by representing blood from 
the crown of thorns. 
Ony x is abundant in 
the west ax d elsewhere, and the Mantuan vase 
at Brunswick, made of this material, is seven 
Inches high by two and one-half inches broad. 
Nero ha4 two cups of rock cry stal or quartz, 
ono of which cost him $ 2,000, and that, with a 
characteristic disregard of expense, he dashed 
to pieces when informed that the people were 
in revolt against him. Topazes are beautiful 
stones, and hot very expensive. They ought 
not to be when lumps of them eighty pounds in 
weight can bo lifted out of the ground, as was 
done in Broddho, Sweden. In spite of tho com­ 
parative al undauce of certain gems, however, 
tho glassmaker flourishes, and sometimes he 
comes 
so 
near 
to 
reality 
that 
the 
elect 
are 
deceived, 
while 
real 
stones 
often 
simulate 
each 
other, 
and 
can 
only be determined by tests in cutting. The 
wife of a dealer in gems has worn a beautiful 
“steel” topaz for twentv y ears in the belief that 
it is a diamond, and her husband has never 
deemed it necessary to undeceive her. Fraud­ 
ulent gems or “doublets* are sometimes faced 
with a thin slice of the stone they imitate tha 
is made to adhere by means of transparen 
cement, for this facing of stone will wear much 
longer than glass—the latter' becoming scratch­ 
ed and dimmed even by exposure to the dust of 
our Brookly n streets. Glass or “paste” gem'fe, 
however, are usually a little off color. The 
glass amethy st, for example. Inis a smoky qual­ 
ity different 
from

roy al purple of 
this 
stone; 
the 
glass 
garnet 
has 
not 
tho 
deep 
and 
fiery 
crimson 
that 
flashes into a coal of fire from the faeetof a true 
garnet, the emerald or glass is colder in color 
than the native cry stal and has not its bright­ 
ness. Deceit is not only to be detected in the 
color, but, by tests with files and acids, by 
dropping into water, by heat and electricity 
It

that 
the 
quickest 
way 
to judge the veracity 
of 
a 
diamond 
is to drop it into water. If it continues 
to sparkle it is real; if it becomes dead and 
glassy it ip an imitation. All bogus diamonds 
sold under the names of Alaska diamonds, 
California diamonds, 
llocky Mountain dia­ 
monds, Parisian diamonds, Rhine stones, and 
the like, are made of tho best flint glass’ and 
are cut with tho same skill and care as actual 
stones.

As lie drove off on his errand he 
looked rot nd to see if his wife had performed 
the charm and received the shoe in his face 
with such force as to black his ey es. 
Ho went 
and bought his ticket, which turned up a prize 
of £ 000, i,nd he alway s attributed his luck to 
the extra c.oee of shoe which he got 
The cus­ 
tom as it n-iginallv existed is dy ing out, for 
whereas o ir forefathers threw old shoes after 
the wedding equipage, we, in this more luxuri­ 
ous ago, purchase new white satin slippers for 
tho purpose.

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BERNHARDT ON DEATH. 


T h e G rea t S a ra h ’s C a reful Study 
o f th e 
G rim M o nster. 
Sara Bernhardt has written an article on 
“Death ’ for the San Francisco JExa min cr. Here 
are some of the things she say s: 
I have a great love of death. 
An actress must necessarily think semething 
about the end of existence, for she is so often 
called upon to portray it 
W hen one has begun to think on death there 
are but two way s of acting. 
W e can put our hands to our ears, shut our 
ey es, and run away from the monster. 
Or else we can look calmly into the hollow 
ey es of the death's head and accustom ourselves 
to that which must inevitably over take us. 
No truly great actress can dispense with a 
special study of the death agony and all the 
moods and feelings which lead up to the su­ 
preme moment 
If I have succeeded at all as an artist it has 
been because of this study . 
Tho study of death is an art by itself and a 
very diflicult art 
1 he painter lias living models before him, 
and here experience is the smallest element 
which he must take into account. 
Ho sees with his ey es. 
He is not called upon 
to see with his soul. 
It is perfectly true that I have slept in a cof­ 
fin. It was a very valuable experience. 
Noth­ 
ing so thoroughly taught mo the resignation of 
death as thts apparently crude experiment 
A coflin is the modern sy mbol. It is a hor­ 
rible object, and all our associations of child­ 
hood have made it stand for death. 
To sleep in a coflin in darkness is almost to 
die. 
In the morning y ou are surprised to be alive. 
There is alway s a road to death and one 
must know that road well to get there on tho 
stage. 
Among my stago deaths I count “Fedora” as 
an extremely unsatisfactory one. 
M. Sardou has not given me enough time to 
die. 
I have been compelled, therefore, in spito of 
my convictions, to indicate more strongly than 
I like the sy mptoms of poisoning. 
But if y ou have noticed me well y ou will 
have seen that the determination to die is 
made apparently early in tho act and even em­ 
phasized. 
This is what an artist must do when the text 
is not sufficient for the purpose. 
Now “Camille” is a great death. 
The nature of the story happily helped out 
the somewhat mediocre talent of the son of M. 
Dumas. 
By the very nature of the story , tho death is 
a prolonged ono. 
In addition I must concede that it is very 
natural. 
I know that too well. 
My sister died just such a death. 
Can any one not an artist conceive the pleasuro 
of play ing such a part—acting slow death upon 
tke stage? 
It is the highest artistic delight possible to a 
great artist, and y ou can easily see, if y ou stop 
to think, that these deaths must necessarily be 
more artistic than those which end in contor­ 
tions. 
And these latter are mere gy mnastics; 
whereas such deaths as occur in "play s like 
“Comile” require great knowledge and great 
art.* 
I have devoted two of my modest works of 
art to death. 
My painting, “The Young Girl and Death,” 
was drawn from a model, all but tho face, and, 
of course, death. 
I cannot paint well. I do not pretend to do 
so. But my strong sy mpathy with tho subject 
gave, I believe, the proper expression to that 
vonng girl's face. 
It is absolute innocence. 
Death lias her in his grasp, and, happy thing! 
she does not know it. 
My other work—the piece of sculpture, “Af Per 
the Storm,”—is well done. 
I am a fair hand at sculpture, and this time, 
at least, the clay responded to my touch. 
An old fisherwoman is sitting with her drowned 
son in her lap. 
His limbs are not rigid. They are disposed 
as if in sleep. 
I have m ade him as beautiful as I knew how . 
This poor boy had a brief struggle with tho 
sea, and all was soon over with him. 
As he lies in his mother's lap he is unaware 
of death. 
But look at the mother's face, drawn with 
;rief and wrinkled with age. 
She casts a stony look at her dead son and 
suffers that which no one can see. 
She knows death because she lives. 


E fferv escin g B e v er a ges. 
From tho New York World. 
Carbonic acid gas is what gives the “sparkle” 
or effervescence to champagne, beer, soda water 
and all beverages, natural or artificial, which 
possess this property . This gas finds its way 
into liquids by two very different routes. In 
the natural and artificial mineral waters, bot­ 
tled soda and sarsaparilla, seltzer, vieliy , appol- 
linaris, etc., the water is made to absorb large 
quantities by pressure. In springs furnishing 
sparkling waters the gas is generated by chem­ 
ical processes going on under the pressure of 
overly ing rocks, and the springs are simply fis­ 
sures in those rocks allowing the water to es­ 
cape after it has become highly charged with 
gas. The manufacturer imitates this natural 
process as closely as possible by liberating the 
gas from marble dust or clialk by the action of 
the acid, in the presence of tho proper quantity 
of water, all “under pressure”—that is, in a 
small space, confined by a strong casting of iron 
or steel, properly lined*with some material not 
corroded by the carbonated water. When care­ 
fully prepared, from pure water, the artificial 
product is just as good as that flowing from a 
natural spring; sometimes it may be better, be­ 
cause of the absence of hurtful substances. In 
all wines and beers the gas is liberated by means 
of fermentation, and the liquid absorbs or dis­ 
solves it because it is not allowed to escape into 
the air. At the same time that fermentation 
liberates the gas there is produced an amount 
of alcohol that corresponds to tho amount of 
sugar which is the y east-plant destroy s in its 
process of growth. In other words, a "temper­ 
ance drink” that foams because of the gas devel­ 
oped in fermentation contains as much, if not 
more, alcohol as the lager or weiss-beer that 
claims no protection from the flag of St. John, 
of Kansas. In fact, tho analy sis of some of 
these alleged “temperance drinks,” recently 
made in Europe, showed tho presence of more 
alcohol than is contained in ordinary “ten-cent 
whiskey .” This is a point which the Internal 
revenue department should investigate, and 
which genuine temperance men should remem­ 
ber.

S ilv er G irdles fo r th e G irls. 
From the Mew York Herald. 
The new girdle is just such an arrangement 
as the Grecian maidens used to wear (B. C.) to 
keep their Mother Hubbards from soaring over 
their heads and leaving them in the highly ri­ 
diculous and embarrassing position of a re­ 
versed umbrella. It is made of silver links or 
plates and is worn ever every thing, for the sim­ 
ple reason that it would be a very uncomfort­ 
able thing to wear inside, and would seriously 
interfere with the fit of a dress. 
Again, more 
people see it on the outside, and that’s what it's 
worn for. As an article of clothing the girdlo 
is not a practical success. It affords very little 
protection in a rainstorm or a blizzard. 
Naturally it is worn* around the waist, be­ 
cause it is too big for the neck, aud a girl could 
not grab her skirts with one hand and her back 
hair with the other if she wore it around her 
arms. 
A smelling bottle, a box of caramels, a 
power puff, or, in fact, almost any thing can be 
hitched to the front end of the girdle as an ex­ 
cuse for wearing it It is a convenient place to 
carry surplus hairpins. 
Within the last week or two Fifth avenue and 
Madison avenue girls have bloomed out with 
girdles. 
But with all their drawbacks they have many 
advantages. When a girl is drowning a girdle 
is a much surer thing to lift her out with than 
hair. Hair is liable to come off. In walking 
through a crowd the escort could take a hitch 
of the chain around his wrist and bo dead sure 
of his prey . Then they are convenient to at­ 
tach dogs to, and in case of defense can be used 
as slung shots. When traveling and living 
in strange hotels, a girl will find the girdle an 
infinite source of protection by using it to at­ 
tach the door knob to the bedpost 


G a s a t F o ur C ents a T ho usa nd. 
From the Chicago Nows. 
A sixteen-candle gas at a cost of four cents 
per 1,000 feet is worth iuquirings about 
Mr. 
William Burns, of Leith, has been study ing the 
utilization of coal tar for more than fifty 7 y ears. 
By distilling average coal so as to obtain the 
largest amount of tar Mr. Burns say s ho can 
produce sixteen-caudle gas at a cost of two 
pence per 1,000 feet, the value of coke, ammo­ 
nia and py roligneous and pay ing about 75 per 
cent of the total expense of production. 
Mr. Burns lias not patented his process, but 
the published discription is too meagre for crit­ 
icism. 
It appears to consist of passing super­ 
heated steam through the tar in the still at the 
same time thet the latter is subjected to a high 
temperature externally . 
The vapors of the 
steam aud tar are collected and mixed in a hot 
reservoir and then transmitted through a red- 
liot tube packed with charcoal, which, it is 
claimed completely decomposes the vapors into 
a permanent gas. One gallon of tar and two 
gallons of water can by this method be made to 
y ield 700 cubic feet of gas of sixteen-candle 
power; but bv using a larger quantity of steam 
a gas of low illuminating power can be obtained 
which has great value as a heating agent.

A WORD ON W ARBLERS- 
MR. BO U C IC A U LT ’ S W OES. 
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Eighty l>i« tlnct Species o f Them- 
Beauties. 
From th e San Francisco D ispatch , 
If gold and diamonds were as common as 
iron and limestone th ey would not be moro val­ 
uable th an th ese. 
It is a question wh eth er gold 
would be as valuable as iron, because it could 
not fulfill th e one-tenth of th o economic uses 
to wh ich th e baser metal is put. 
In like man­ 
ner th e real value of an article is according to 
its plentifulness or its scarcity. 
Collectors of 
all sorts of objects find th is th e case, and es­ 
pecially th o collector or student of nature’s 
book. 
Your botanist, wh en h o first embarks 
on th e study, is pleased and satisfied if h o can 
analyze and name th e most common flower. As 
th ese become familiar from year to year, h e 
passes th em by in th e fields as every day ^c- 
quajjitanocd, and search es for oth ers not so 
conspicuous or well known, until finally th e 
plant about wh ich least is known, in wh ich th o 
blossom is very inconspicuous or entirely ab­ 
sent, is th e one wh ich give« h im th e most 
pleasure, and h is h ope is to find a very rare 
piaut, and if possible, an entirely new one 
never before named. 
In th e same manner also th o ornith ologist 
loses interest in th e well known birds about 
wh ich information is plentiful, and turns h is 
attention to birds about wh ich loss is known. 
Nearly every bird wh ich is gifted with song or 
brigh t plumage is more or less familiar to 
th ose even wh o are not particularly devoted to 
natural h istory. 
So it is to th o small, plain, 
songless, 
unattractive ones th at th o 
‘'bird 
man” looks for interest. 
We h ave a class of birds, all of wh ich aro 
small and not likelv to attract general attention, 
known as th e warblers. 
All birds warble more 
or less, but th is is a distinct division. 
Some 
wh ich belong in th iH family cannot sing nearly 
as well as birds in oth er divisions, but owing to 
a peculiarity of anatomy th ey all go togeth er. 
It is h ard to point out th e peculiar ch aracter­ 
istics wh ich divide th e warblers from oth er 
families. 
Th eir special point lias in wh at th ey 
are not 
We say tuo legs are not as in th is oi; 
th at tribe; th e eyes, bill, tail, wings or internal 
arrangement are" someth ing like robin, swallow, 
sparrow or oth er bird, but th eir own descrip­ 
tion, sh orn of resemblances, can only be pointed 
out with difficulty. 
Th ere aro in alì eigh ty distinct species in 
th is country, aud th ey comprise such a variety 
of birds in color, power of song and h abits th at 
extremes of th e family would never be sup­ 
posed to be broth ers. 
Some nest in h igh tree 
tops, oth ers in low bush es, some in h oles in 
trees, oth ers in th e ground or on its surface. 
Some of th e nests are well made, oth ers seem­ 
ingly very rude in arch itecture. 
So th at it is a 
largo but very much mixed up family. 
At a distance th ey look much alike, because 
th ey are all among th e smaller birds, and to th e 
casual observer would come under th at com ­ 
preh ensive h ead to wh ich all small birds are 
assigned, th at is, “It is some sort of a ch ippee.” 
Of course th ere is but one kind of ch ippee, 
but th at little bird is made to boar a relation­ 
sh ip to every small bird wh ich is of a somber 
coloring. 
Not th at th e warblers aro of sober, quiet col­ 
ors by any means. Some of th em are very pretty 
in th oir brigh t sh ades, as th eir names indicate. 
Blue-eyed yellow warbler, golden-winged blue, 
red-fronted, blue-winged yellow, and 
many 
oth ers. 
A rath er strange th ing about th em is th eir 
name. Very few of th em are good singers. Th ey 
are curious singers, but not in any sense good 
warblers. 
Probably th ey aro called warblers 
because th ey can’t warble. 
It is no difference, h owever, about th at. Th ey 
are a large family, and extremely active in th eir 
pursuit of insects, saving yearly th ousands of 
dollars to th e farmers. 
A writer says th e following of th em, and it is 
so well said and so true th at it h ad better all be 
read : 
“Th ey visit th e orch ard wh en th e apple, pear, 
peach , plum aud eh evry are in bloom, seeming 
to revel carelessly among th e sweet-scented and 
delicately tinted blossoms, but never faltering 
in th eir good work. 
Th ey peep into th e crev­ 
ices of th e bark, scrutinize each leaf, explore 
th e very h eart of th o buds, to detect, drag forth 
and destroy th ose tiny croatures, singly insig­ 
nificant, collectively a scourge, wh ich prey upon 
th e 
h opes 
of 
th e 
fruit-grower, 
and 
wh ich , 
if undisturbed, would 
bring h is 
h opes 
to 
naugh t. 
Some 
warblers 
fiit 
incessantly 
in 
th o 
terminal 
foliage 
of 
th e tallest trees; oth ers h ug close to th e scarred 
trunks and gnarled bough s of th e forest kings; 
some peep from th e th icket and sh rubbery th at 
deck th o tiny water courses; oth ers glide along 
tlie ground* with pretty mincing steps and 
affected turning of th e h ead th is way and th at, 
th eir delicate flesh -tinted feet just stirring th e 
fallen leaves. 
We may seek th e warblers every­ 
wh ere, and find th em a continual surprise; all 
mood and circumstance is th eirs.” 
Th ere is great satisfaction in knowing th ese 
birds. 
Tliat is, th e more fact of h aving an ac­ 
quaintance with th em. 
A little bird flies across 
th e road during your country walk or drive. 
At once you recognize 
it as an acquaintance, 
and feel at h ome, or feel th at vou are favored 
more th an vour friends wh o th ink it is ‘•some 
kind of a ch ippee.” 
Th e feeling to th e lover 
of animated nature is very much akin to th at of 
th e botanist wh o recognizes th e familiar faces 
of th e many blossoms wh ich nod to h im from 
th e sh rubbery, or look up from th e grass 
w ith 
brigh t and twinkling eyes. 
It may be also com­ 
pared with th e feeling of satisfaction nearly 
everybody h as in th e knowledge th at h e is ac­ 
quainted 'with , or on sink ing terms with some 
of our great men. 
“On, yes, I know h im. Th e 
last time I saw h im h e said, etc., etc." 
It is 
even a pleasure to many to h ave seen men wh o 
h ave become noted th rough war, statesmansh ip, 
literature, law or th eology. 
Probably th e acquaintance with nature and 
and h er ch ildren is more quiet th an th e above, 
alth ough th e enjoyment is as great or greater, 
more like th e feeling of th e youth and maiden 
wh o walk aimlessly side by side, saying prob­ 
ably noth ing wh ich could be remembered th e 
next day. but all th e time feeling a satisfaction 
each in'th e oth er’s company—a feeling wh ich , 
by th e way, is very dangerous and likely to 
re­ 
su lt in eith er great h appiness or great misery. 
It is best to be careful wh en you notice such 
feelings, and “break away,” as th ey say in th e 
th e prize ring. 
Th e study of th is class or family of birds is 
th erefore tlie more interesting because th ey are 
not generally known and never will bo known 
except by th e lovers of bird life. Th erefore, to 
to th ose beginning and th ose wh o are advanced 
in ornith ology th is advice is good—cultivate th e 
acquaintance of th e warblers. 
Th ey are private 
soldiers in th e great regiments wh ich figh t faom 
year to year against our insect pests. 


Itlo o dho unds. 
From th e Roch ester Union. 
Every time dogs are put on th e trail of a crim­ 
inal th e telegraph is sure to say th ey aro blood­ 
h ounds. Now, th ere are not many bloodh ounds 
in th is country, and we venture to say th at of 
th e few th ere never was ono of th e breed used 
in trailing men. 
Th e dogs wh ich before and 
during th e war were used to track runaway 
slaves wore always spoken of as bloodh ounds, 
but th ey were noth ing like th o animals belong­ 
ing to th at breed. 
Th ey were a cross between 
tlie Siberian dog and th e long low h ound so 
much used by South erners in h unting. 
Th e 
strain of Siberian blood gave th e result of th is 
crossing th e large h ead and sh ort ears as well 
as size, and th e strain of th e h ound gave th e ani­ 
mals th e sh arp scent wh ich enables th em to fol­ 
low a trail h ours after its making. 
Th ese dogs, 
were ferocious, wh ile th e true bloodh ound is 
anyth ing but th at. 
Th o dog« seen running in 
th è street h ere wh ich are called bloodh ounds 
come from tlie stock used for th e purpose de­ 
scribed in th e South , but are not so well bred. 
Th ey are more of a cur as a general th ing. 
A 
th orough bred bloodh ound is one of th e h and 
somest dogs th at Jives.

“Sh e h as dragged h im before an English 
court of law, claiming th at h is marriage with 
Miss Th orndvke was bigamous. 
He h ad no al­ 
ternative wh en th e matter took th is sh ape. 
If 
Miss Robertson can satisfy th e court th at th o 
circumstance above mentioned did constitute a 
marriage between h erself 
and 
respondent, 
with out eith er party being aware of it, Mr. 
Boucicault says h e will very gladly accept and 
prefer th at issue, wh ich will protect th e ch il­ 
dren, and only render it necessary for h im to 
go th rough th e ceremony of marriage with liis 
present wife a second time. 
“Th e wh ole question will turn on th o con­ 
struction of th e law of marriage under th e laws 
of th e State of New York. 
Th e parties are 
agreed as to th e circumstances, excepting th e 
private interview wh ich sh e states took place 
th irty-four year« ago, and h e denies. 
it in 
curious th at an English court sh ould be called 
upon to determine a knotty point in American 
law.

Th ere aro vast numbers of people wh o be­ 
lieve th ey h ave to take some form of alcoh olic 
drinks daily in order to keep up th e Luyilth . 
It 
is probable th at in most instances th ey would 
1x5 “better off with out it,” but th ere aro some 
wh o need such additions to th eir diet. 
Th e 
least h armful of th ese is a red wine, containing 
a suitable quantity of fruit eth ers, developed 
by age and diluted with ice water. 
In summer 
au effervescing liquid, liko seltzer, makes an 
agreeable addition. 
To th ose wh o cannot afford 
to pay for genuine wines of th e proper quality, 
Burgundy or (h e California clarets, lager beer 
will be found a good substitirte. 
Of course, it 
is not claimed th at beer it» well borne by every 
one. 
It disagrees with some and oth ers carry 
its use too far—to abuse. 
But th is is no argu­ 
ment against th e rational use of a good, sound 
beer, such as is furnish ed by almost all th e 
breweries of th is city. 
Less of it is needed to 
quench th irst th an would bo required of plain 
ice water, and th o small per cent of alcoh ol 
(about 5 per cent) makes it, in fact, a better 
“temperance drink” th an most of th e efferves­ 
cing concoction« sold under th at name. 
Th e 
presence of a small quantity of alcoh ol in lev­ 
erages h a« th e effect of lowering th e tempera­ 
ture of th e entire body. 
Th is is so well known 
th at Arctic explorers forbid th e taking of alco­ 
h ol in any form wh en extreme cold is to bo en­ 
dured. 
In tin? fevers wh ich destroy life by th o 
production of an extremely h igh temperature 
alcoh ol will lower th e h eat and contribute to 
wards Having life, as h as l>oeu demonstrated in 
numberless instances. 
One of th e ways it. acts 
to produce th is desirable effect is by giving 
greater energy to th e h eart and th rowing th e 
blood to th e surface, wh ere it can part uith its 
h eat by radiation. 
Beer is undoubtedly capable 
of doing much h arm wh en taken in very large 
quantities and for a long period ; but it remains 
to Im; proven th at it does any h arm wh en takeu 
in amounts sufficient to quench natural th irst, 
even wh en such use is continued for years. 
Even in larger amounts th e evils arising from 
its abuse are immeasurably loss th an from 
a 
similar abuse of distilled spirits. 
Trees as .Sanitary “ P ointers.” 
From th o Ch icago News, 
Trees are often useful guides to th e selection 
of residences. 
Numerous trees with a rich 
foliage and a rank undergrowth of ferns or 
moss indicate a damp, stagnant atmosph ere, 
w h ile abundance of Uowers aud fruit imply a 
dry, sunny climate. 
Ch ildren will be h ealth iest 
wh ere most flowers grow, and old people will 
live longest wh ere our common fruits ripen 
best, as th ese conditions of vegetation indicate 
a climate wh ich is least favorable to bronch itis 
and rh eumatism. 
Pines and th eir companions, th o birch es, in­ 
dicate a dry, rocky, 
sandy or gravel soil; 
beech ett, a dryish , clialkish or gravel soil; elms 
and limes, a* rich and somewh at damp soil, 
and poplars and willow, a low, damp, or marsh y 
soil.Many of th ese trees are found growing to­ 
geth er, and it is only wh en one species pre­ 
dominates in number and vigor th at it is truly 
ch aracteristic of th e soil and th at portion of 
th e atmosph ere in connection with it.

There are to-day hundreds of places, from 
lozy and quiet retreats to the crowded hill-tops 
And thronged music halls, where women can

Ifternoou or evening are always found several 
louples seated around the table drinking their 
freer or mixed drinks. 
Few of the women ever 
Irink whisky. 
They seldom become hilarious, 
ret often a party of several couples take a room 
uid have a Iii^h old time. 
The people that fre­ 
quent these places range in age from young 
girls to married women, with their friend* who 
ire out for a lark. 
If the married lady takes 
too much she is quietly put into a hansom and 
Ben’ to her home. Many have indulgent hus­ 
bands who, when slightly befuddled, accept the 
excuse she offers, “that she was over at Mrs. 
—, and they drank too much wine.M Other 
husbands, more worldly-minded, perhaps, will 
not receive such an excuse, and, of course, a 
scone follows. 
Often repeated a coldness en­ 
sues between the formerlv happy couple, the 
wife becomes defiant, and may be wrong. 
The 
result is inevitable, and the divorce court winks 
bp ihe melo-drama. 
There is another and distinctive phase of the

wife and servant have their drink rations with 
the regularity of clock work. 
It is not long since that the wife of a well-to 
do citizen died, yet fewT opined the cause of her 
death. 
She was a quiet, modest woman, but 
childless. 
She formed the drinking habit, and 
it was her custom to send her trusted servant 
with a basket down a back alley for a dozen 
bottles of beer. 
These she drank and went to 
bed 
Then got up and drank more. 
At last 
she grew to live upon drink. 
The result was 
she passed away witlijfatty degeenration of the 
heart 
There is still another side to the picture, and 
perhaps it is the saddest and most demoralizing 
of all. 
“Who goes for the beer?” 
“Nearly always a child—a little boy or girl. 
The little tads come into the bar room, where 
coarse men are swearing and drinking, quarrel­ 
ing oyer cards, or sitting back in a dark corner 
sleeping off a debauch. The little one stands on 
tiptoe up against the iron railing and watches 
the barkeeper as draws the foaming amber 
fluid ” 
There are scattered all over the city perhaps 
a hundred or more ice cream saloons and fruit 
establishments. 
They nearly all have a back room. 
Here it is perfectly respectable for a lady to 
go alone and eat her ice cream, or if she has 
Been to market, or shopping, and is tired, to 
drir k her bottle or glass or two of beer. 
They differ in this from the attachments des­ 
cribed under the head of “Ladies’ Entrances,” 
inasmuch as a lady cru enter alone, and no one 
could accuse her of going in to take a drink. 
The place is not called a saloon. 
There are no 
red lights over the door. 
There is no fancy bar 
with colored decanters and large, elegant’m ir­ 
rors. 
Though the liquor sold may exceed the 
Ì)roiits of the fruit and confections, they are 
mown 
as 
fruit 
stores 
and 
ice 
cream 
parlors, and the liquor selling is simply 
a 
profitable 
adjunct 
Generally 
the 
freshest and choicest fruits are exposed in 
front, and candies and cakes, nuts and cigars, 
soda-water, etc., on shelves along the sides. 
The bar is entirely out of sight 
It does not 
stand forth in glaring perspicuity. 
It is hid be­ 
hind a partition, and is, at best, but a small, un­ 
pretentious affair. 
These places are extensively 
patronized by women. 
Good order prevails, 
and any disposition to raise a disturbance is 
quickly squelched in the bud by the proprie­ 
tor, who won’t have any fuss,' and declares 
“there are ladies present, and this is no bar­ 
room.” 
There are scores of these places that have 
regular female patrons, for the most part mar­ 
ried women, who go to drink their regular live 
or six daily glasses of beer. 
Acquaintances are made here easilv. 
It is 
generally the courtesy of the placd if a lady is 
sitting alone to take the chair opposite and in­ 
vite her to either fruit, cream, or something to 
drink. 
Quito often a ladv enters and says, 
“Send for a messenger boy.’’ She sits looking 
daggers, and nervously pats her foot on the oil­ 
cloth. 
Anybody looking at 
her knows she 
means business, and has sent for some gentle­ 
man friend w hose place of business she dare 
not enter, yet on whom she has a claim.

Water as a beverage, iced or at the ordinary 
temperature, is frequently modified to render it 
more agreeable to tho palate or stomach, or 
Blightly nourishing or stimulating. 
The addi­ 
tion of a vegetable acid, such as lemon or lime 
juice or vinegar, usually with sugar in some 
form, makes the drink agreeable to the taste, 
more digestible and slightly nourishing. 
Such 
liquids satisfy thirst in smaller amounts than 
would plain water at ordinary temperature. 
Sometimes a mineral acid—sulphuric, muriatic, 
or phosphoric—give the requisite sour to the 
“lemonade.” Of course the dilute phosphoric 
acid is the least harmful. 
When taken in large 
quantities it is pretty sure to impair digestion. 
Muriatic and sulphuric acids have 
110 place in 
beverages except in certain fevers and other 
conditions of actual disease. They should never 
be used as habitual drinks. 
Because phos­ 
phorus is an essential ingredient in brain, nerve 
and bone, it has been thought that it might bo 
well to increase the amount in the body by con­ 
tinually taking some compound containing it 
into the stomach. There is an immense amount 
of humbug in this, which the enterprising 
manufacturer is not slow to utilize. The phos­ 
phates, along with the different forms of phos­ 
phoric acid, do not add to to the stoi-e of phos­ 
phorus in the body which can be used to advan­ 
tage in building up new bone, nerve or brain. 
It has already become used up as much as the 
ashes and cinders after coal and wood has been 
burned. 
Combined with iron it makes an ele- 
f 
'ant, palpable preparation of that useful tonic, 
>ut no better than many other preparations of 
the metal. 
It certainly possesses no marvellous 
restorative properties by reason of the phos­ 
phorus present in this lised up condition.
